Komura, in Address to Diet, 
Talks of Foreign Relations. 


ATTACKS MANCHURIA VIEW. 


Conservative Leader Criticises Curtness 
in Minister’s Reply. 


TOKIO, Jan, 27.~Baron Komura, tiiniates 
for foreign affairs, addressed the diet this 
upon the subject of diplomatic re- 

lations, laying special stress upon Japan's 
relations with Russia, China, and the United 
States. Russia, he said the in- 
ternational relations had been regarded re- 
cently with a feeling of suspicion due to 

rumors. He said: 

“I assure you with perfect frankness and 
sincerity that the borids of amity between the 
two countries are being constantly strength- 
ened, and there is absolutely no cause for ap- 
prehension or concern.

United States stands firm and enduring upon 
the foundations which are essential to their 
best interests. 


Opportunities to Cement Ties. 

Baron Komura detailed the opportunities

Trish Nationalists wilt recall the great-grandfather 
of the present Lord Cork, and his predecessor in the 
family hondrs, in connection With his efforts to save the 
lives of John and Henry Sheares, sons of a popular ban*- 
er of Cork at the time of the Irish revolutionary move- 
ment of 1798. It was an informer of the name of 
Armstrong who swore away the lives of the two broth- 
ers; Lord Cork happened to be aware of the ante- 
eedents of Armstrong, whom he had known as an 
officer out in India, where the man had been court- 
martialed, cashiered, and drummed out of the army for 
a particularly ‘disgraceful offense. — 

Lord Cork endeayored to save the Sheareses by expos- 
ing the true character of Armstrong. But his letters 
were intercepted By Leonard, McNaily, the infamous 
lawyer who had undertaken the defense of the two 
brothers, but who in reality betrayed their case to the 
prosecution. The earl’s letters never reached the 
proper quarters, the court remained in ignorance of the 
information which Lord Cork had sent to be placed 
at its disposal, and the two Sheareses met with their 
death on the scaffold. 

Another relative of Lord Cork, however, is less fa- 
vorably Known to the Trish-—namely : his . mother’s 
brother, Lord Clanricarde, some of whose extensive 
property he is likely to inherit. 

Like Lord Clanricarde, Lord Cork is descended from 
the famous statesman and premier, Canning. He did 
excelignt service in South Africa during the war, and 
l popular in the London world, where he goes by the | 
name of “the inspector.” The inspectorate jokingiy 
ascribed to him is that of buildings, and the soubriquet 
comes to him’ in connection with a rather amusing 
episode. It seems that one evening, after attending a 
regimental dinner, he was strolling along Piccadilly 
toward his home, when he came to the conclusion that 
the scaffolding of a big building which was being 
erected on one side of that thoroughfare was wabbling 
and in danger of falling. He appealed to the nearest 
policeman, who, not having dined, was unable to ‘see 
any movement of the scaffolding. 

Lord Cork insisted, denounced the constable for fall 
ing to see what was apparent to the naked eye, ani 
made such a fuss as to gather a crowd. An inspector 
of police appeared upon the scene, and then the earl 
proclaimed his quality as an hereditary legislator, and 
as such his duty to compe] the police to take proper 
steps for the protection of the public from insecure 
and falling scaffolding. In order to settle the contro- 
versy the party adjourned to the station house. 

The dénouement came on the following morning, in 
the Marlborough street police court, where the earl, 
having on his way to the court convinced himself that 
the scaffolding was perfectly safe and no longer ap- 
peared to wabble, admitted to the magistrate that he 
might have been mistaken the evening before, and 
cheerfully paid the 10 shillings fine imposed upon him 
for causing-a crowd to assemble unnecessarily.

The chief guest and one of the principal 
gpeakers was to have been William J. Cal- 
houn, recently appointed United States min- 
ister to China. Mr. Calhoun telegraphed 
from Washington that urgent public busi- 
gees prevented him from being present. 

Mr. Wayman advocated the relinquishment 
of the state right to fix intrastate freight 
rates on railroads and the centering of this 

wer in the federal government. But, at 
the same time, he opposed the general appeal 
to the federal government for a redress: of 
the many ills that afflict the country, end 
declared, that the states were the proper re- 
dressing agencies. 

Says States Should Right Wrongs. 

The solutiontof many of the great economic 
problems of the day, he said, lay in the fur- 
ther population and cultivation of the farm- 

lands of the country. 

“J regret the present general feeling that 
the federal government should redress al; 
the wrongs of the people,” said Mr. Wayman. 
“This disregards the respect that is due 

If our forefathers could have 
foreseen this cry for federal aid, they never 
would have promulgated a constitution that 
vested nearly all power in the legislatures 
of the separate states. 


“It is for the states, with their great poy

ers of legislation, to right the wrongs 
which the people are suffering, and I believe 
that Illinois should lead in the work of bring- 
ing into effective play the dominant powers 
that reside in the states. 

“All these questions for the solution of 
which we dre petitioning the federal govern- 
ment could be answered in a day and a night 
by the legislative branch of the state gov- 


-@ernments, if we would only do our duty as 


States. State sovereignty and national unity 
ghould be the rule of governmental action. 


Urges Use of Constitutional Power.

wheel of politics could have attained.” 


Breasted Uses Both Languages, 

Prof. Breasted complained of © influenza 
and confined the major portion.of his address 
to his native English, rounded off with 
sonorous German phrases, to the delight of 
his listeners 

“ I must agree with the oft e views 
of Huropean educators that our state does 
not encourage intellectual enterprise,” he 
said. It is left to the individual. But take 
England among the, powers of Europe and 
you will find 3 4 the same. England 
governs more oriental races than all other 
nations combined, yet: fails to encourage the 
study. of these languages, leaving Berlin to 
show the way. But we must remember that 
every year this same Britain will make half 
a dozen brewers into as many passable lords.

In 1906 the 2 amended their rules 
and ‘placed a minfmum weight on shipments 
| of boxes up to ninety inches, outside measure- 

ment. They refused cartons exceeding this 
in size. They made the rule, however, that 
packages might be aggregdted into one ship- 
ment up to 110 inches. 

The shippers contend it is impossible to 
pack enough goeds in a package of the re- 
quired size so as to make it weigh the mini- 
mum. That as a result they are forced to 
pay charges on almost double what the actual 
weight would call for. Thie, they declare, 
forces them to crate their cartonsdn order to 
obtain the advantage of shipping at actual 
weights. 

The commission is asked to make an inves- 
tigation and, if after describing these rates,

Canada closed its fiscal year 
with a surplus in its postal revenues of $293,- 
700, notwithstanding the fact that it gives 
a public letter a rate of 2 cents an ounce, a 
drop letter a rate of 1 cent an ounce in cities, 
a second. class rate of K cent a pound over 
the entire dominion, and free transportation 
of second class matter over a radius of f forty 
miles. 

The essential difference between the two 
countries is the basis of pay to the rallroads,”’ 
said one official. “‘ Canada’s successful ad- 
ministration of the postal service is due, I 
believe, to three main causes: 

" First—Smaller pay to railroads for carry- 
ing mails. 

** Second—More rigid economies in admin- 
istration. 


* Third stricter regulatipn of second 

class mail matter. : 
Pays on Mileage Basis. 
“While the United States pays railroads 

om the basis of the weight of mails trans- 

ported, pays strictly on a mileage 
rg This mileage rate has been kept rigid- 
ly down, and is the cause of continual pro- 
test on the part of railroads, but we con- 
sider it adequate compensation for the serv- 
ice they give. On the average it ts about 8 
cents a mile, where cars carry mail clerks.”
